On the morning after our firet visit to the 
Tiumen forwarding prison wa bad an oppor- 
tunity-of seging the départure of a marching 
exile narty. We went to the prison merely 
for the purpose of getting. a sketeh ‘ora 
photograph of it, but happened to be joat in 
time to see a'party of 860 men, women, and 
children, eet out on foot for Yalutorfok. 

- Our attention was.attraoted first by a grant 
crowd.of People standing in tho street out- 
«side tha: prison walk As we drew negrer, 
the crowd resolved itself into a hundred or 

_ more women and children in bright-coloured 
calico gqwns, with kerchrefs over their heads, 
and about 250 wen dressed in the gray exile 
costuine, oll standing cloye together ina 
dense throng, surrouuded by a cordon. of 
soldiers, Inthe street near them were fifteen 
or twanty one-liorse telegas,, or amall four. 
wheeled waggone,. some piled -high with the 
gray bage in whieh exiles carry their apare 
clotbing and persodal property, and some 
filled with men, women, and children, who, 
by reason of ago, wenkneas, or ‘infirmity, 
gould vot walk, © [t seemed surprising to mo 
bat. anybody, should be able'to walk-aftor a 
week's confinement in thet priaon, | ‘The ar 
was filled with a continuous bum of voices 
ag the extles talked eagerly with one another, 
and-occagianally we could bear the wail of a 
sick child frum one of the telegas, or a faint 
jingle of chains.as some vf the men, tired of 
standing, changed their positiona or threw. 
themselves on the ground, The officer in 
charge of the party, a heavily built man with 
yellowish side-whiskers, light blue eyes, and 
a hard, unsyuipathetic face, stood near the 
telegas, surrounded by womon and children, 
begging lim to let them ride, . Ploase put 
wy little girl in a waggon,” said one pale.
